It 
must put back the clock of economic pro- 
gress, must kindle the darkest passions, 
and provoke, probably, the fiercest dis- 
orders. This is, however, the dreadful 
weapon which some Irishmen now wish to 
employ. In a period of, perhaps, un- 
exampled prosperity they seek to plunge 
the whole country into acute suffering, to 
devastate its fields, to ruin its industry, 
to scourge four millions of our people with 
the knout of Bolshevism. The motive, as 
we have said, seems to have no real con- 
cern with the rights or dignity of Labour.

GERMAN VERSION OF THE 
ALLIES’ NOTE. . 


In a message dated Copenhagen, Tuesday, the

COUNT BROCKDORFF RANTZAU'S 
REPLY.

COMPETITORS. 


A Reuter’s telegram dated 8 a.m. on Tuesday 
from St. John’s, Newfoundland, says :—Fog and 
rain prevail here again to<lay, making the con- 
ditions for the Transatlantic flight unfavourable. 

Another telegram at noon stated that mid- 
ocean weather conditions had not improved, and 
the experts say that there is little prospect of 
improvement “before Thursday. Tt is conse- 
quently unlikely that any flights will be under- 
taken before then. 

FAVOURABLE FLYING WEATHER. 

The official bulletin of the weather conditions 
along the Atlantic course issued by the Air 
Ministry, framed in conjunctidh with the reports 
of the Canadian, Newfoundland, and the United 
States Meteorological Department, states :— 
Conditions are now remarkably favourable for 
the flight. A bolt of high pressure extends al- 
most across the Atlantic, the barometer being 
nowhere less than 29) inches along the whole 
route. No surface winds exceeding miles per 
hour are anywhere recorded within 300 miles of 
the line of flight. From St. John's to about 
40 W. longitude the upper winds do not exceed 
30 miles per hour, and vary from about N.N.W. 
to 8.W., being, therefore. aiding winds. The 
seas are moderate. Between 40 &. and 25 W. 
the wind backs gradually from 58.W. to 8.E.. 
the speed being under 25 miles per hour. The 
cloud in the region is too high to affect flying. 
From 25 W. to the Irish coast the winds are 
from 8.E., speed at 2.000 feet not exceeding 
50 miles per hour, and for the most part under 
20 miles per hour. The cloud is lower, bat more 
broken, the sky in Ireland being almost cloud- 
less. Conditions are not likely to change 
materially in the next twenty-four hours, except 
for a temporary fall of pressure, with overcast 
skies, in Newfoundland itself. The extensive 
area of high pressure over the Eastern U.S.A. 
indicates that the detericration in Newfoundland 
will be very temporary. 


NEW COMPETITORS. 


If the unfavourable weather continues, it is 
probable that several new competitors will ar- 
rive and attempt to jump off with Mr. Raynham 
and Mr. Hawker. An aerodrome is being pre- 
pared at Harbour Grace for a Handley-Page 
machine which is going to attempt the flight. 
The agent of Messrs. Boulton and Paul, Lid., 
of Norwich, arrived here yesterday in order to 
select the site for an aerodrome, and 
to arrange about a petrol supply and 
the storing of spare parts for the com- 
send machine.

HERR EBERT AND THE 


REBUILDING OF FRANCE, 


Herr Ebert on Sunday last (says the Press 
Association Paris Correspondent) handed to the 
Berlin Correspondent of the Temps a statement, 
in' which he declares that the domestic situation 
of Germany, like that in afl countries, depends 
entirely on the world situation. - interior 
conditions in Germany, he says, are bound up in 
every country in the. world.

ACCIDENT. - 


GIANT MACHINDB 
DESTROYED. 


FIVE OF THE CREW KILLED} 


TWO INJURED. 
A terrible aeroplane accident occurred at 


Andover yesterday morning at the Weyhill 


R.A.F. aerodrome. The aeroplane, & new 
Handley-Page bombing machine, fitted with two 
225 horse-power Rolls-Royce engines, and having 
@ wing span of about one hundred feet, carried 
a crew of seven, of whom five were killed and 
two injured, one of them seriously. The 
machine was due to set out at two o’elock in 
the morning on a two thousand miles fight 
around the Rritish Isles, the third of a series 
of tours undertaken by similar ae 
within the last few days. , 
The machine had been tested on two 
cceasions by Major Batchelor, one of the most 
experienced R.A.F. pilots, who apparently 
ound it to be in perfect order.

undoubtedly a feeling that the difficulties had 
not been handled in a spirit of thoroughness, 
determination, and loyalty to principle. 
Thoughtful people were anxiously asking what 
sort of peace would result from the delibera- 
tions. as it to be no more than a patchwork 
peace, influenced by national rivalries, or a 
world settlement, that democracy could combine 
to honour? Would it bring to fruition the 
great struggle for liberation, and contain no 
germs of future wars? The teumon had been 
eased by thespeech of the British Prime Minis- 
ter, in which he assured the House of Commons 
that they sought a just settlement that would 
fulfil the conditions that. President Wilson and 
himself had publicly promulgated. Need I re- 
mind this Congress, said Mr. Henderson, that 
it was upon the fourteen points of Presideut 
Wilson that the armistice. was based, and that 
is was upon the Wilson programme that the 
Labour and the Socialist movement in ti 
Allied countries strove for peace u this badis.
